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Alfred R. Globus was bom July 1, 1920, in Brooklyn, New York, 
educated at City College in New York and Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn, studying 
chemistry and metallurgical engineering. He was awarded the degree of Doctor of 
Science from Hanover College, Indiana’s oldest private college, and for a short time served as 
a Professor of Biochemistry at Fairleigh Dickinson University. 

In 1940, at the age of 20, he licensed his first chemical process for the electrolytic recovery 
of iron from iron ore. In 1942 he formed the company that would later become United- 
Guardian, Inc., a publicly traded company currently listed on the NASDAQ stock exchange. 

In 1943, he built a commercial plant for the production of vitally needed tungsten concen¬ 
trates, and served as a consultant to the War Production Board during World War II. 

Dr. Globus served as the Chief Executive Officer of United-Guardian for more than 60 
years. During that time, he developed a number of important pharmaceutical and personal 
care products, many of which are still actively sold today. The company that he started over 

67 years ago continues to thrive and grow as a result of the strong leadership he provided during his tenure at the helm. 
Over those years he was granted at least 35 patents for the many products and processes that he developed. 


During his lifetime Dr. Globus became an avid collector of coins and stamps. He was known worldwide as an expert 
in both fields, and auctions of his coins over the years have brought intense interest on the part of expert collectors in the 
United States and overseas. 


Dr. Globus passed away in April 2009, and his collection, which contains many rare and valuable specimens, will now 
be auctioned by Ponterio & Associates. Many of these coins have been in his possession for decades, and the sale of these 
coins is expected to be keenly anticipated by knowledgeable and eager collectors throughout the world.

Obv: full-length 
figure of Admiral Vernon, facing three-quarters to the right, receiving 
with his right hand the sword of Don Blass, who kneels facing left with 
ship behind. Rev: ships sailing before harbor bordered by two forts, date 
below in exergue.

Rev: bird’s eye view of two 
points of land projecting toward the center of the medal, islands above, 
forts and ships scattered about, inscription TOOK CARTHAGENA 
above, date 1741 below. Rich copper-brown patina to both sides with no 
blemishes of note. 
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5 “1776” (Circa 1805) Benjamin Franklin American Revolution 
Commemorative Medal. Betts-546, Julian CM-8. Bronze. Unc. 41 
millimeters. Obv: bust of Franklin right with the inscription LIGHT¬

The American beaver gnawing on the British oak, the date 1776 is in ex¬ 
ergue.

Obv: head of Liberty facing left with flowing hair and liberty 
pole, inscription LIBERTAS AMERICANA above, date 4 JUIL 1776 in 
exergue below. Rev: the infant Hercules (representing the young United 
States) on a shield-shaped cradle strangling a serpent in each hand. Min¬ 
erva (representing France) stands over him repelling the British lion with 
a lai..\ and shield, the inscription NON SINE DIES ANIMOSUS IN- 
FANS (the infant is not bold without divine aid) above, the dates 17 
OCT 1777 and 19 OCT 1781 in exergue below. 

Dominant orange-copper patina with intermingled light-gray high¬ 
lights that are mostly confined to the obverse.

Fully struck 
and free of both wear and individually mentionable blemishes.

Baker-72 A. Rar¬ 
ity-5. Red Bronze. AU. 40.8 millimeters. A U.S. Mint restrike, the 
Baker-72A type was produced to the extent of approximately 300 pieces 
from 1859 into the 1870s. Reddish-brown patina with a bit of light gray- 
brown tinting that is more evident at indirect angles. A bit of light high¬ 
point rub is noted. 


9 “1797” Washington Sansom Medal. Restrike. Baker-72M, Julian 
PR-1, Raymond-18. Golden Bronze. Unc. 39.6 millimeters. Struck 
1920s or later. Dominant golden-bronze color to both sides, the obverse 
also with an overlay of light reddish-brown tinting. A few faint carbon 
spots are evident along the reverse border. 



10 1805 Washington Eccelston Medal. Baker-85, Raymond-28, 
Collins-87. Rarity-6. Bronze. AU. 76 millimeters. The dies for this 
handsome medal were cut by Thomas Webb, the finished product pub¬ 
lished by Daniel Ecdeston of Lancaster, England. An impressive example, 
both sides exhibit only trivial highpoint rub despite the extreme relief of 
the devices, especially the obverse portrait. Dominant gray-brown patina 
to both sides, the surfaces revealing glints of original pinkish-red color in 
the more protected areas around the devices. Minor carbon spotting to 
both sides, although we do not seen any mentionable abrasions apart 
from a few extremely trivial rim nicks that are anything but detracting. 
A very popular type! 

11 “1789” Washington Time Increases His Fame Medal. Type of 
Baker-A91. Red Bronze. Unc. 34.8 millimeters. This type was prob¬ 
ably struck beginning 1950 alongside Baker-A91, although that attribu¬ 
tion is reserved for examples struck in yellow bronze. Matte-like surfaces 
with speckled rose-red highlights to otherwise medium-pink surfaces. 



12 “1732-1799” Washington Double Head Medal. Baker-95 A. Rar- 
ity-5. Copper. Choice Unc. 20.6 millimeters. Struck circa 1860. 
Lovely prooflike surfaces with light olive-brown tinting to otherwise 
vivid, lilac-rose color. Fully struck with nary a detracting blemish to re¬ 
port. 

13 1890 Washington 112th Anniversary of the Evacuation of Valley 
Forge Medal. Baker J-195A. Rarity-5. Copper. Choice One. 35.13 
millimeters. A fully choice specimen with rich, even, reddish-orange 
patina to both the obverse and the reverse. Detracting blemishes are con¬ 
spicuous by their absence. 

14 “1794” Washington and Edward Everett Medal. Baker-214, 
Schenkman C-8. Rarity-6. Copper. Prooflike Unc. 31 millimeters. 
Struck circa 1860. Modestly mirrored fields to both sides, the color a 
pinkish-copper shade that brightens considerably at more direct angles. 
A couple of small, out-of-the-way spots are evident here and there near 
the rims. 

15 Undated Washington/Lincoln U.S. Mint Medalette, by William 
Barber. Baker-246, Julian PR-31, Collins 2-E. Rarity-7. Silver. 
Unc. 18.2 millimeters. This type was produced in the United States 
Mint from 1868 into the 1890s. The present example is prooflike in fin¬ 
ish with a bright, brilliant, silver-white sheen. Sharply struck throughout, 
with some wispy abrasions and light hairlines scattered about. 

16 Undated Washington Presidential Residences Medal. Lovett’s 
Mount Vernon Series. Baker-113C. Rarity-4. White Metal. 
Prooflike Line. 34.77 millimeters. Brilliant and sharply struck with scat¬ 
tered hairlines that are most pronounced in the fields. 
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17 1860 Washington Fideli Certa Merces Medal. Baker-135A, Snow¬ 
den-56. Bronze. AU. 53.1 millimeters. A beautiful piece with rich red¬ 
dish-copper color and only light rub to bold-looking devices. Scattered 
ticks and a few minor rim nicks are noted. 

18 “1732-1799” Washington Birth and Death Medal. Baker-137B. 
Bronze. Prooflike Unc. 27.7 millimeters. This type was struck in the 
1860s and is attributed to George H. Lovett. Gorgeous reddish-copper 
surfaces with a full strike and considerable semi reflectivity evident in 
the fields. A swirl of darker color is present on Washingtons neck—the 
only blemish of note. 

19 “1732” Washington Virtue, Liberty & Independence Medal. 
Baker-274A. Rarity-4. Copper. Prooflike Unc. 28 millimeters. 
Struck during the 1860s. Lovely golden-olive and reddish-orange colors 
are well blended over both sides of this prooflike Unc. A few wispy blem¬ 
ishes are not worthy of undue concern. Myriad die cracks (as struck) to 
both sides, especially the reverse. 

20 “1876” Washington Monument Medal, Wood’s Series. Baker- 
322C. Rarity-5. White Metal. Prooflike Unc. 39.85 millimeters. 
Struck in 1875. Sharply struck with bold field-to-device contrast. Scat¬ 
tered hairlines are noted, but we see no contact marks. 

21 1876 Washington New York City Centennial Reception Medal. 
Baker-412B. Rarity-7. Second Obverse. White Metal. Prooflike 
Unc. 27.2 millimeters. Brilliant with semi-reflective fields and light hair¬ 
lining to the surfaces. 



22 1876 Washington Danish Medal. “Baker-426C.” Gilt Copper or 

Bronze. AU. 52.8 millimeters. A prooflike piece with yellow-gold color 
and only a trace of friction to the highpoints, over which features one can 
discern portions of the underlying copper or bronze metal. Scattered 
abrasions are small in size, and none are worthy of individual attention. 
Gilt examples of this type are not listed in the 1999 book Medallic Por¬ 
traits of Washington by Russell Rulau and George Fuld. 



23 1878 Washington Valley Forge Centennial Medal. Baker-449, 

HK-136. Rarity-7. Silver. Lightly Cleaned Uncirculated. 41 mil¬ 
limeters. Obv: undraped bust of Washington right within a circle, 
GEORGE WASHINGTON above and COMMANDER IN CHIEF 
below. Rev: central circle and wreath enclosing inscription, VALLEY 
FORGE CENTENNIAL above, dual date 1778-1878 below. Dove-gray 
patina to both sides, the color yielding to silvery near-brilliance in the ob¬ 
verse field. This is rare type with only 62 or 62 pieces reportedly struck. 



24 1881 Washington State of Pennsylvania Medal. Baker-454B. Rar- 
ity-5. White Metal. Prooflike Unc. 33 millimeters. A blazing, un¬ 
toned example with sharp field-to-device contrast.

MS-64 (Uncerti¬ 
fied). Officially recognized by the Secretary of War in June of 1861, the 
U.S. Sanitary Commission is the predecessor to our modern Salvation 
Army. The organization provided many services to ease the suffering of 
Union soldiers on the battlefield during the Civil War. In order to keep 
the Commission functioning throughout that conflict, Sanitary Fairs 
were held in many Northern cities. The Great Central Fair was the name 
given to the Sanitary Fair held in Philadelphia as a combined effort of the 
sanitary commissions in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. The 
fair opened on June 7, 1864 and ran for three weeks, raising $ 1,046,000 
for the Sanitary Commission. Like many Sanitary Fairs, the Great Cen¬ 
tral Fair issued tokens in conjunction with the event. 

This is a beautiful near-Gem with bright yellow-gold color to softly 
frosted surfaces. Sharply struck with only a few extremely minor blem¬ 
ishes that are easily overlooked. A rare type!

Dating the 
piece is quite simple since the First National Bank of Miami was granted 
its charter on February 6, 1900 and Oklahoma gained statehood in 1907, 
thus marking the end of its period as the Indian Territory. A lightly worn 
piece with considerable luster around the devices.

Cronemeyer & Schember. Brass. Included are: 5 Cents; 10 Cents; 25

Fairly smooth for the type, and quite bold for a mid-grade Pine Tree Six¬ 
pence even despite minor lack of detail at the upper and lower-reverse 
borders.

A 
workhorse die, the obverse of Noe-10 was previously used to strike Pine Tree Shillings of the Noe-4 through 6 and Noe-8 and 9 varieties. In the Noe-10 
marriage the tree has been completely re-engraved to repair the die failure that is diagnostic for the Noe-9 variety. On the reverse, the bottom of the digit 5 
in the date is over the right top of the Roman numeral X in the denomination. 

This is a fairly well-centered example in that all major devices are at least partially present on the planchet. The overall definition is quite bold, although 
die failure has resulted in softer detail along the left and upper portions of the obverse border where the letters SA and HV in MASATHVSETS are 
particularly affected. We see no significant wear, however, and distracting abrasions are also conspicuous by their absence. Nicely toned in dove-gray patina, 
what appears to be a faint planchet streak (as made) horizontally bisects the reverse and provides slight variation to the color on that side. A number of shallow 
straight clips around the edge of the planchet are also as made, these being very common for the planchet stock used for the Noe-10 variety. Exceptionally 
well preserved for the type, and sure to have no difficulty finding its way into an advanced collection.

Planchet. W-935, Noe-30, Crosby 13-S. URS-10. EF-40 (NGC). 
An easy variety to attribute, W-935 has an odd-shaped 5 in the reverse 
date and digit 2 that is too far to the right and into the adjacent beads. 
As typically seen for the die pairing, some of the peripheral lettering on 
the present example are partially off the flan. This feature is most readily 
evident along the upper-obverse and lower-reverse borders. Portions of 
the upper border areas on both sides are also more-or-less smooth from 
uneven wear, but we stress that the central design elements are well struck 
and possessed of bold definition. Both sides exhibit handsome toning, di¬ 
rect angles revealing delicate blue-gray highlights to a base of warm cop¬ 
per-gray patina. There are no abrasions of note. As one of the more 
readily obtainable die marriages of the Small Planchet Pine Tree Shilling, 
Noe-30 is a strong candidate for inclusion in a type set of Colonial-era 
United States coinage.

The reverse, on the other hand, is a workhorse 
die that went on to strike several other varieties, including Noe-17 and 
Noe-18. This piece is a later die state with several noticeable obverse die 
breaks (as made) between the lower-left branches of the tree and around 
the beaded ornament at the lower border. Minor die swelling is also noted, 
effacing much of the first letter S in MASATHVSETS and weakening the 
second letter N in ENGLAND on the reverse. The remaining devices are 
boldly struck, and the fact that the strike is drawn toward the upper-right 
obverse and upper-left reverse is hardly detracting. Attractively original 
with warm, even, lavender-gray patina, this smooth-looking VF is sure to 
sell for a premium bid.

Due to the fact 
that many examples have been discovered through metal detecting activity 
and excavations, it seems likely that the Farthing is the denomination of St. 
Patrick coinage that saw the most use in colonial New Jersey. Indeed, the 
coin we offer here displays considerable evidence of having remained in 
circulation for a long period of time. Both sides are moderately-to-heavily 
worn, and their surfaces are quite rough in texture with light pitting. There 
are no significant problems, per say, and although most areas exhibit dark 
charcoal patina, plenty of lighter orange-brown toning is also evident on 
both sides. The major devices are generally bold and well oudined, making 
this piece a respectable example of the type for the collector that specializes 
in Colonial-era coinage of the United States.

A bit of old, light verdi¬ 
gris is evident here and there around the peripheries, but there are no 
other significant detractions part from some minor roughness to the 
planchet that is mosdy confined to the centers.

A nicely defined VF with no significant abra¬ 
sions save for a few shallow digs in the left-obverse field. 




1787 Nova Eborac Copper. W-5760, Breen-987. URS-9. Seated 
Figure Facing Right. AU-55 (PCGS). This is a very nice example of 
a scarce type, one of perhaps no more than 250 examples known. The 
strike is extraordinarily sharp, even in the center of the reverse, and it is 
not a stretch for us to write that there are no areas of mentionable lack 
of detail save for along the right-obverse border and at the lower-reverse 
rim. On the obverse, the tops of the letters EBOR in EBORAC are off 
the flan due to less-than-perfect centering. The reverse is a bit better cen¬ 
tered, although on that side we do note that the bottoms of the digits in 
the date are off the planchet. The color is equally as impressive as the 
striking quality, the obverse with medium-copper patina and the reverse 
overall lighter with more of an orange-brown sheen.

The overall definition remains 
bold, indicative of a rather well-executed strike by the standards of the 
New Jersey Copper series. Free of sizeable abrasions, some roughness to 
the surfaces is mentioned solely for accuracy.

101 Undated (Circa 1785) Bar Copper. W-8520, Breen-1145, Crosby Plate IX, 25. URS-9. MS-62 BN (PCGS). One of the most eagerly sought 
numismatic items from the Colonial and early Federal-era of United States history, the Bar Copper is also one of the most enigmatic. The history of this 
type is shrouded in mystery, and we are not even sure by whom or under what circumstances the Bar Coppers were produced. We are reasonably sure, however, 
that this type was struck circa 1785, as evidenced by an entry in the November 12, 1785 issue of the New Jersey Gazette that states: 

A new and curious kind of coppers have lately made their appearance in New York. The novelty and bright gloss of which keeps them in 
circulation. These coppers are in fact similar to Continental buttons without eyes; on the one side are thirteen stripes and on the other U.S.A., 
as was usual on the solders’ buttons. 

What other “facts” we have concerning these coins is circumstantial. Russell Rulau (as related by Q. David Bowers, Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial 
and Ear ly American Cans, 2009) believes that the Bar Coppers were struck in Birmingham, England by Thomas Wyon. As the foregoing article makes clear, 
at least some of these coins found their way to the young United States, where a dearth of circulating specie meant that they were eagerly accepted in the 
avenues of commerce. To create a circulating coinage for the United States may have been the minter’s intention all along, for the design would have been 
familiar to any contemporary American. And circulate these coins did, for survivors are scarce in all grades, and most are well worn and/or impaired. 

It is with eager anticipation of strong bidder competition that we offer this rare Mint State survivor. Obviously an original striking, the letter S in the 
obverse monogram passes beneath the left upright of the letter A. (On the well-made Bolen restrikes of the 1860s, the S passes over the left upright of the 
A.) The strike is well executed and bold, this despite the fact that both sides are drawn toward the viewer’s right with no denticulation evident along those 
sides of the coin. The planchet stock is also superior with only trivial flaws, and certainly none that are worthy of undue concern. Carefully and originally 
preserved, this lovely medium-brown example is worthy of the bidders’ undivided attention. Interested parties are urged to enter strong bids—it may be 
many years before a Bar Copper of similar quality becomes available for purchase. A few small, well-scattered carbon spots are all that seem to preclude a 
Choice Mint State grade.

An interesting error, there are scallop-shaped cuts in the 
planchet at the lower-right obverse and upper-right reverse borders that 
indicate an aborted attempt to punch another planchet out of the portion 
of the copper strip that eventually became this planchet. Had this punch 
been completed, either this error would have been struck on a clipped 
planchet or the remaining piece of metal would have been deemed unfit 
for coinage and this coin would have never been struck. As it was, the 
punch was aborted early enough that the coiners still felt justified in using 
this planchet for production. And rightly so, it seems, for the resulting 
coin is well made with bold-to-sharp definition. Nice copper-brown 
patina with no significant blemishes.

For accuracy’s sake only we note a few shal¬ 
low digs in the upper-left obverse field. W-8805 is a very scarce variety 
of the Kentucky Token with only 17-32 examples believed to exist in all 
grades (per Q. David Bowers, Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and 
Early American Coins, 2009).

This is an appealing, original example with only the lightest wear to the 
highpoints of the design. Dominant golden copper patina to both sides, 109 

the surfaces also revealing intermingled reddish-rose and charcoal colors 
that are more vivid on the reverse. We see no abrasions or other blemishes 
of note. 




“1796” Castorland Medal. Paris Mint Restrike from Modern Dies. 
W-9160, Breen-1069. Plain Edge. Gold. MS-60 (Uncertified). 
321.3 grains. The edge is stamped with a cornucopia and the inscription 
30R, which helps to date this restrike to sometime between 1900 and 
1920. A very rare piece, both sides exhibit bright yellow-gold surfaces 
and intricate definition to all elements of the design. Sure to see spirited 
bidding among specialists. 




“1783” Washington Military Bust Copper. W-10180, Baker-4, 
Vlack 4-D. URS-7. Large Military Bust. AU-55 (PCGS). This is 
a backdated issue that was probably produced sometime during the 
1820s; examples are believed to have circulated in the United States as 
well as in England. An appealing Choice AU, both the obverse and the 
reverse retain some glossiness to the surfaces despite having acquired over¬ 
all light rub. Blended medium-brown and orange-copper patina 
throughout, the devices sharply defined from a well-executed strike. We 
see no abrasions or other blemishes of note in any areas save for on the 
obverse over and around the digit 8 in the date. 



“1783” Washington Military Bust Copper. W-10220, Baker-4, 
Vlack 8-E. URS-8-9. Large Military Bust. AU-55 (PCGS). Deep- 
copper patina blankets both sides and lightens to reddish-brown high¬ 
lights around most devices on the obverse. Minimally worn with an 
otherwise bold strike, the detail is a bit soft only at the upper-left obverse 
border and in the opposing area on the reverse. The latter feature is quite 
common for examples of this particular die pairing. 



“ 1783” Washington Military Bust Copper. W-10230, Baker-4, Vlack 
9-F. URS-8. Large Military Bust. EF-45 BN (NGC). Even deep-copper 
patina blankets both sides of this generally bold-looking EF. Softness of strike 
is minor and largely confined to a few isolated areas at the rims.

Boldly defined, 
as well, and worthy of a strong bid.

11. Lettered Edge—Engraved ADAM ECKFELDT TO JOHN 
MCALLISTER—AU-50 Cleaned, Residue (Uncertified). The 

Washington Large and Small Eagle Cents of 1791 were sponsored by W. 
and Alex. Walker of Birmingham, England as a proposed copper coinage 
for the United States. Four thousand of these coins were shipped to 
Philadelphia for distribution to members of Congress while they debated 
the establishment of a United States Mint. W. and Alex. Walker, as well 
as other English coiners, believed that they could provide coinage for the 
United States at less than what it would cost for the new nation to estab¬ 
lish and maintain its own Mint. The federal government thought other¬ 
wise, however, and a Mint was duly established in the United States with 
the Act of April 2, 1792. 

This is the most intriguing and potentially important 1791 Large 
Eagle Cent that this cataloger has ever handled, for in the left-obverse 
field is inscribed ADAM ECKFELDT TO JOHN MCALLISTER in 
cursive letters. Those who know their American coinage history will in¬ 
stantly recall that Adam Eckfeldt was one of the United States Mint’s 
first employees, joining the staff in 1792 and subsequently being ap¬ 
pointed chief coiner in 1814. We have been unable to ascertain the iden¬ 
tity of the John McAllister referenced on this coin. Perhaps he was 
someone involved in the establishment of the United States Mint, or 
maybe just a friend or business relation of Eckfeldt. 

This piece exhibits only light wear to the highpoints, the devices pre¬ 
senting as bold-to-sharp in detail. Color is a relatively appealing glossy- 
brown shade, and there are no abrasions of note apart from light graffiti 
in the rigjit-obverse field (i.e., not the field in which the inscription is 
present). Evidence of a cleaning is noted for the obverse, as well as curious 
verdigris or residue in the protected areas around many of the devices on 
that side of the coin. Definitely an interesting piece, and one that should 
be of obvious importance to the specialist.

Lettered Edge. EF-40 (Uncertified). One of several Washington-por¬ 
trait pieces that is part of the British Conder series, the Ship Halfpenny 
actually saw extensive circulation. Most survivors are worn, as seen on the 
present example, a coin that still retains ample boldness of detail to all 
major design elements. The centers are uncommonly well defined for the 
type, and all areas exhibit pleasing color in a blend of gray-brown and or¬ 
ange-brown shades. A few small, faint spots seem to be the only blemishes 
of note, although accuracy also compels us to mention some curious 
glossiness to the surface texture on the obverse of the coin.

& Harris. The present example is mostly toned in gray-brown patina, al¬ 
though we do see ample remnants of pinkish-red luster in the protected 
areas around the devices. A bit lightly struck in the centers, as typically 
noted for the type, yet still presenting as overall bold to the eye. We see 
no abrasions or other blemishes of note.

Although produced in (airly large numbers, coins of this type circulated 
widely in England beginning in the 1790s. The typical survivor, therefore, 
is well worn, often with rim damage and/or other impairments. Condi¬ 
tionally scarce as a Mint State piece, the coin we offer here is rare with 
Choice-quality surfaces. The overall appearance is quite smooth, and we 
see no mentionable abrasions or carbon to either side. Lovely toning in a 
glossy-brown sheen, the upper-left reverse border even reveals faint traces 
of faded-pink luster. Well struck for the type, the only blemish of note is 
an as-struck planchet flaw on the reverse from the letter B in LIBER IT 
to the upper-left corner of the shield. Seemingly earmarked for inclusion 
in a high-qualiry set of Washingtonia and/or Colonial-era coinage. 



118 1795 Washington North Wales Halfpenny. W-l 1150, Baker-34. 

UP.S-10. Plain Edge, Copper. EF-40 (PCGS). This is a very appeal¬ 
ing representative of the type, the surfaces much lighter than usual with 
pleasing medium-brown patina Softness of strike in the centers is char¬ 
acteristic of the type, and a mingling of light wear has resulted in areas 
with little-to-no-detail. The basic appearance of the design is easy to see, 
nonetheless, and the peripheral lettering is quite bold. The planchet is 
very smooth, especially for having seen light circulation, and there are no 
abrasions or other blemishes of note. 



119 Undated (Circa 1793) Washington Success Medal. W-10900, 
Baker-265. URS-7. Large Size. Reeded Edge, Brass. AU-58 
(PCGS). CAC. Really a nice example of the type, the surfaces are in 
such a high state of preservation that most of the original silvering is in¬ 
tact. In fact, both sides exhibit dominant dove-gray patina, the underly¬ 
ing brass shining through only minimally, and then again only in isolated 
areas. A bit of old, light verdigris around some of the peripheral devices 
is noted, but we see no significant blemishes to either side. Well struck 
apart from the usual softness of detail to the central reverse, we whole¬ 
heartedly recommend this coin for the advanced collector of Washing¬ 
tonia and/or Colonial-era coinage.

Unlike most survivors, however, both sides are in high enough of a grade 
that much of the original silver wash remains. Of course, the underlying 
brass does peer through the silvering in many areas, especially on the ob¬ 
verse. Overall boldly defined despite some characteristic softness of detail 
in the center of the reverse, this is a lovely example of a scarce and popular 
Washington portrait type.

Circulation has also not diminished the 
overall bold definition that characterizes both sides, and all major features 
are readily evident even though the strike is drawn toward the viewers 
right. A few flaws in the planchet are as struck, these being most noticeable 
on the obverse at and near the 9 o’clock position on the rim.

1/200 crowded between the ends of the ribbon that bind the wreath. Here represented by an attractive Choice VF survivor, both sides of this coin are nicely 
toned in medium chocolate-brown patina. The devices are quite bold for having acquired 30 points of wear, and the surfaces are remarkably smooth with 
no worrisome abrasions. A small planchet crack at 8 o’clock on the obverse rim is as struck, and it explains the softness of detail at the borders both in that 
area at 10 o’clock on the reverse. 

The first Half Cent struck in the United States Mint, the 1793 is also important as the only issue of the Liberty Cap, Head Facing Left type.

124 1794 C-4, B-6b. Rarity-3. MS-61 BN (NGC). This is a mostly reddish-copper example, although we do see a blush of lighter patina near the center 
of the obverse, as well as bolder gray-brown toning along the left-reverse border. All areas are equally bold in strike, Liberty’s hair and the reverse wreath even 
displaying considerable delineation between the finer elements of the design. The centering is also quite nice, and minor softness of detail to the upper-right 
obverse border is hardly detracting. Both sides are overall smooth and, in fact, with a little more “gloss” to the surfaces this coin may have secured a higher 
Mint State rating. An excellent BU type candidate or, alternatively, a nice high-grade representative of the issue/die marriage.

toned piece, both sides are awash in warm, even, reddish-brown patina. 
Heavy wear has effaced some of the peripheral lettering, particularly 
along the right-reverse border where the word AMERICA is very faint. 
Numerous small ticks and other abrasions pepper the surfaces, although 
none are worthy of individual attention.

126 1797 C-2, B-2a. Rarity-4. Plain Edge. VG-8 Light Porosity, 
Cleaned (Uncertified). Particularly wide denticulation around the bor 
ders and a sizeable reverse die break (as made) inside the lower-left border 
make this an easy die marriage to identify. The impairments make it dif¬ 
ficult for us to search for evidence of an undertype, but this piece does 
not appear to have been overstruck on either a cut-down large Cent or 
a Talbot, Allum & Lee Cent. A few areas are weak due to wear, but most 
major devices are at least discernible. We note light pitting to both sides, 
the obverse also with a glossy, golden-orange sheen that points to a clean¬ 
ing Cray-brown color to the reverse, that side of the coin also having 
been lightly cleaned.

Glossy or¬ 
ange-copper surfaces are sharply struck and attractive in all regards. Were 
it not for some deeper patina to the highpoints of Liberty’s portrait, this 
coin could easily have supported a near-Gem grade.

imity of the letters ST in STATES readily distinguishes this variety from 
B-1, the only other die marriage known to exist for the 1835 Classic Half 
Cent. An exceprionaUy attractive and high-quality survivor, this near-Gem 
offers handsome mint luster in a bright pinkish-red color. The strike is as 
close to fuU as one could realistically expect in a business strike coin of 
this type, and the eye appeal further benefits from a lack of significant 
blemishes. Perhaps from the well-known Elmer Sears Hoard, and defi¬ 
nitely an important find for the high-grade type or date collector.

Dark steel-brown surfaces are a bit rough overall, although 
the most extensive porosity appears to be confined to the reverse field.

(NGC). This piece exhibits bold-to-sharp definition in most areas, 
the most intricate detail noted for the haircurls and drapery lines on 
the obverse portrait. Some softness to the strike is noted at and near 
the rims, but none of the major design elements are affected to an 
appreciable extent. The surfaces are quite smooth with none of the de¬ 
tracting roughness or sizeable abrasions that are often associated with 
early Copper coins struck in the United States Mint. In fact, we see 
no outwardly distracting blemishes of any kind save perhaps for a few 
tiny carbon flecks on both sides, as well as an area of deeper color at 
the upper-left reverse border. The dominant color is one of handsome 
copper-brown patina, the reverse with a bit more of an orange-copper 
tinge to the surface. An attractive-looking piece at the BU grade level, 
and a find for the Mint State type collector that requires an example 
of the Draped Bust large Cent series of 1796-1807.

I he proof variant of the 186T Rays Nickel is an unofficial issue that was not listed in the Mint Di¬ 
rector’s report for that year. These coins were probably produced after Mint personnel officially abandoned this design in favor of the easier- 
to .strike No Rays Shield Nickel. We suspec t that Mint Director Henry R. Linderman instructed Mint personnel to strike these coins so that 
he could distribute them to political allies and/or personal friends. 

With an unrecorded mintage and unofficial status, determining how many proof 1867 Rays Shield Nickels were produced is problematic. 
We are not even sure how many striking periods were employed to produce these coins, nor the exact year(s) in which the coins were struck. 
Not even the number of examples that have survived is known for sure, although the figures given in numismatic literature do provide us 
with a reasonable basis for estimating the rarity of this issue. In 1977, Walter Breen offered an estimate of “not over about a dozen survivors 
traceable.” Gloria Peters and Cynthia Mohon (1995) provide a slightly more liberal estimate of 15-25 coins extant. 

As these and other estimates make clear, this issue is a well-known rarity in the U.S. coin series, and examples are always greeted with con¬ 
siderable fanfare when offered through auction. The present Gem is the first Cameo-designated specimen that we have offered in four years, 
and it is tied for Condition Census # 1. Fully struck and satiny in texture, the devices contrast markedly with mirror-finish fields. Free of grade- 
limiting blemishes, with a few isolated wisps of tannish-gold tinting that are more noticeable on the obverse. A highlight of this sale, and an 
important bidding opportunity for the advanced numismatist.

Since a working die requires two or more impressions from a working hub before it is ready for use in the coinage presses, it is easy to see 
how this overdate was created. One of the working obverse dies that had already received one impression from a 1917-dated working hub, 
then received a second from one dated 1918. Whether this was done accidentally or intentionally is not known, but we do know that this 
obverse die was shipped to the Denver Mint and used to deliver some percentage of the 8.3 million-coin delivery recorded at that facility in 
1918. 

The 1918/7-D is rare in all grades, with VG-F the most prevalent range among survivors. The number of Mint State coins extant is a matter 
of conjecture, but Lange (2000) opines that approximately two dozen coins remain at that level. This Condition Census Gem represents the 
finest in technical quality and eye appeal that one is ever likely to see for this overdate Nickel. Both sides are pleasingly original in appearance 
with dove-gray central toning that yields to orange-gold shadings around the peripheries. The strike is pleasingly sharp in all areas, and neither 
side reveals any outwardly distracting carbon flecks or abrasions. A small obverse planchet flaw (as struck) in the field before the Native Amer¬ 
icans throat is noted—an important pedigree marker.

since its production in the Denver Mint in 1937, the 3-Legged Nickel 
has been high on collectors' “Want Lists.” We say “ever since” because 
this variety was discovered by numismatists shortly after the first ex¬ 
amples left the Mint. In fact, David W. Lange (The Complete Guide 
to Buffalo Nickels , 2000 edition) dates the first publication of this va¬ 
riety to 1937-1938, when one C.L “Cowboy” Franzen began offering 
examples for sale in The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. 

Given the early discovery of this variety and the consequent at¬ 
tention from contemporary Americans, one might assume that the 
1937-D 3-Legged Nickel has a fairly sizeable population in Mint 
State. This is true, but a number of other factors have conspired to 
make this a conditionally challenging issue. For one, most 3-Legged 
Nickels are softly struck on the reverse over the bison’s shoulder and/or 
back, such pieces simply being too blundy defined to grade any higher 
than MS-62. And perhaps even more importantly, many Mint State 
coins seem to have been held by non-collectors. The result is that 
many Mint State pieces have come down to the present day with sub¬ 
dued luster, significant abrasions or both. 

You can imagine our delight, therefore, at being able to offer this 
remarkable, awe-inspiring Superb Gem—the single finest-certified 
example of the variety known to PCGS and NGC. Both sides possess 
lovely satin luster, the obverse particularly vibrant in sheen and also 
possessed of gorgeous champagne-pink and pale-gold iridescence. 
The reverse is also lightly toned in pinkish-silvet tinting. The strike is 
exceptionally sharp and generally full, the highpoints of the bison 
being particularly impressive in this regard. With hardly a blemish in 
evidence, the surfaces are expectably smooth at the assigned grade. A 
one-of-a-kind example of this classic Mint error, and a coin that is 
sure to excite the specialized collector.

It sim¬ 
ply doesn’t get much better than this for a 3-Legged Nickel. First, let’s 
discuss this coin’s technical merits. They are many and varied, ranging 
from full mint luster, to overall sharp striking detail, to a virtually 
blemish-free sheen. Second, there’s the eye appeal. Satiny surfaces are 
adorned in delicate lavender-silver iridescence that yields to warmer 
golden tinting in about half of the peripheral areas on both sides. 

This ever-popular Mint error was discovered shortly after striking, 
and it is certainly the case that a not insignificant number of Mint 
State examples have survived. This circumstance is similar to that of 
the 1955 Doubled Die Lincoln Cent but, also like that issue, the ‘37- 
D 3-Legged Nickel is still a legitimately rare coin in the finest grades. 
When we also consider the unflagging collector demand for this error 
in todays market, the importance of this awe-inspiring Gem cannot 
be overstated. A piece that is definitely worth pursuing.

example in all regards, certainly within the Condition Census for this 
very scarce-to-rare die marriage. Both sides are nicely toned, dominant 
copper-rose patina yielding to a blush of blue-gray color at the upper- 
left reverse border. The obverse is very sharply struck, even despite 
the presence of numerous light adjustment marks (as made) over the 
highpoints of Liberty’s portrait. The reverse is only marginally softer 
in detail, the only significant reduction in striking quality being con¬ 
fined to the eagles breast, tail and legs. Adjustment marks are also 
noted for the reverse, but they are much less evident than those on the 
obverse. A satiny piece with remarkably few abrasions at the lower 
reaches of Mint State.

Plenty of bold-to-sharp definition 
is evident to the devices, the strike well executed and the surfaces free of 
all but light wear. Flickers of original mint bloom are still evident at more 
direct angles, but even close inspection reveals only small, wispy abrasions 
that are easily overlooked at arm’s length.

A somewhat glossy texture is noted for accuracy, but there are no 
sizeable abrasions in evidence.

coinage family, the 1796 Draped Bust is the first Dime struck in our na¬ 
tion’s Mint. Here represented by a nicely toned EF, this lot should be of 
obvious importance to the high-grade circulated type collector. The ob¬ 
verse is the more deeply patinated of the two sides, and it exhibits a blend 
of reddish-gold and charcoal-gray colors. The lighter reverse exhibits 
dominant silver-gray patina with delicate golden-apricor highlights along 
the lower border. Well defined despite having acquired 20 points of wear, 
and free of mentionable abrasions apart from a tiny dig in the lower-re¬ 
verse field.

569 1797 JR-1. Raritv-4. 16 Stars. MS-62 (NGC). 1 he second issue in the two-year Draped Bust, Small Eagle Dime series, the 1797 is seen with much 

less frequency in Mint State than the first-year 1796. Obviously, what little interest there was in saving examples of the new denomination among contem¬ 
porary collectors had largely faded by the time the first 1797 coins entered commercial channels. 

The 1797-dated Draped Bust Dime issue was struck using two die marriages, both of which are easily attributable by counting the number of stars arranged 
around the obverse border. 1 he 16 Stars JR 1 variety was coined first, the large number of stars signifying Tennessee’s admission to the Union as the 16th 
state. This practice was soon abandoned as the Mint proceeded to use only 13 stars on subsequent coinage in commemoration of the original 13 
colonies/states. Indeed, the JR-2 variety of the 1797 Dime displays only 13 stars arranged around the obverse periphery. 

Writing in the 1984 book htrly I hi ited States Dimes: 1796-1837. the John Reich Collectors Society states that, “probably less [sic] than five MS-60 or 
better pieces exist’ for the 1797 JR-1 Dime.

(NGC). The last of the old-tenor Seated Quarters, the 1853 No Ar¬ 
rows was struck to the extent of just 44,200 pieces. The mintage was 
achieved on two separate occasions between February 7 and 19, the lat¬ 
ter date being just two days prior to passage of the Mint Act of Febru¬ 
ary 21, 1853. By the terms of that act, the weight of the Quarter was 
reduced from 6.68 grams to 6.22 grams to discourage hoarding and 
allow the coins to circulate at face value. At the higher weight standard, 
indeed, most 1853 No Arrows Quarters fell victim to melting. 

It is a rare occasion for us to offer even a circulated example of this 
issue, for the 1853 No Arrows is very scarce in all grades. This cata- 
loger has never seen another example of this issue with such strong 
technical quality and eye appeal as this Superb Gem. And since it is 
the single-finest example known to PCGS and NGC, the coin is also 
probably the finest-known survivor of the issue. According to Larry 
Briggs in the 1991 book The Comprehensive Encyclopedia of United 
States Liberty Seated Quarters, “UNC.’s appear as gorgeously toned or 
very white and frosty.” This Superb Gem is definitely in the former 
category, the obverse with gorgeous rainbow-colored toning that is 
most vivid around the peripheries. Much of the reverse exhibits soft 
silver-gray patina, although we do see a crescent of rich reddish-orange 
and powder-blue colors lining the border from 4 o’clock to just before 
12 o’clock.

Mint Act of February 21, 1853, the Mint was finally able to produce 
large number of most silver-coin denominations in the years leading 
up to the outbreak of the Civil War. The Quarter was one of these de¬ 
nominations, mintages at the Philadelphia Mint surpassing the 15 
million-piece mark in 1853 and remaining ar more than 1 or 2 mil¬ 
lion coins in 1854-1855. After the final-listed year, the Mint dropped 
the rays that had been added to the obverse in 1853 to denote a 
weight reduction for this denomination from 6.68 grams to 6.22 
grams.

715 1873 Arrows. Proof-66 Cameo (NGC). The Mint Act of Febru¬ 

ary 12, 1873—infamous in history as the Crime of‘73—was an om¬ 
nibus bill with wide-reaching affects on the United States coinage 
system. The bill terminated the Two-Cent, Silver Three-Cent, Half 
Dime and (standard) Silver Dollar denominations, introduced the 
Trade Dollar, and slightly increased the weight of the Dime, Quarter 
and Half Dollar to conform to the metric system. In the specific case 
of the Quarter which, after all, is the subject of the present lot, the au¬ 
thorized weight increased from 6.22 grams to 6.25 grams. The inter¬ 
esting thing about this change is that the new weight is actually within 
the legal tolerance for the old weight standard, and we suspect that the 
Mint continued to use old planchets after February 12 until the sup¬ 
ply of such pieces became exhausted. 

In order to signify the new weight change for the Dime, Quarter 
and Half Dollar, arrows were added to the obverse both before and 
after the date. This move on the part of the Mint created important 
two-year types in the various Seated Liberty series, types that are ea¬ 
gerly sought by collectors in the numismatic market of the 21st cen¬ 
tury. Both proofs and business strikes were produced, the combined 
mintage of the proof 1873 Arrows and proof 1874 Quarters amount¬ 
ing to just 1,240 pieces. The first-year 1873 is the lower-mintage issue, 
with survivors fairly scarce in an absolute sense and rare as Gems. 

One of the two or three finest-certified specimens known to PCGS 
and NGC, this is a simply breathtaking specimen that really needs to 
be seen to be fully appreciated.

Mint records do not provide a detailed breakdown for the mintage of 1796 and 1797-dated 
Half Dollars, instead providing a figure of 3,918 pieces for the entire Draped Bust, Small Eagle type. Based on the number of coins extant, some researchers 
have divided this total between 934 pieces bearing the 1796 date and the remaining 2,984 coins bearing the 1797 date. There are two major varieties of the 
1796, and the mintage of that issue can be further estimated as 569 coins for the 15 Stars variety and 365 coins for the 16 Stars variety. 

The number of coins extant is roughly similar for all varieties of the Draped Bust, Small Eagle Half Dollar, meaning that the type as a whole is very rare 
in numismatic circles. As a problem-free, near-Mint survivor, the coin we offer here is solidly in the Condition Census for the die pair. It is also among the 
nicest examples of the type xf ax has passed through this catalogers hands in recent years. Bathed in lavender-gray patina, both sides exhibit even bolder blue- 
gray highlights intermingled around the borders. At direct angles, we also see iridescent champagne-pink undertones, as well as shimmering reflective ten¬ 
dencies that suggest a semi-prooflike finish from the dies. Well struck with only minimal wear, both sides are also remarkably smooth and free of worrisome 
abrasions. We do, however, see two spectacular planchet flaws (as struck) at the lower-reverse border that helped us establish the pedigree of this important 
coin. A definite highlight of this sale, and a coin that would serve with distinction in the finest collection.

857 1796 O'101. Rarity-5. 15 Stars. Fine Details—Improperly Cleaned (NGC). The obverse exhibits 15 stars around the border divided 8 left, 7 right-— 

diagnostic for the 0-101 die marriage of the 1796 Half Dollar. An elusive and important type, the Draped Bust, Small Eagle Half Dollar is known with 
only two dates: 1796 and 1797. Both of these issues were struck from two die marriages, and all four varieties are of roughly equal rarity in todays market. 
And rare is the key term here since the estimated mintage for the entire Draped Bust, Small Eagle type is a mere 3,918 pieces. 

Sure to be of keen interest to the advanced type collector, this piece retains bold, fully denticulated rims that have held up quite well for an early U.S. 
silver coin that ..i\s considerable circulation. Heavy wear is seen, nonetheless, and it has effaced much of the detail over the upper-right of the obverse 
portrait and around the lower-right portion of the reverse wreath. Cither areas retain outline-to-bold definition for the major design elements. Glossy surfaces 
and scattered hairlines point to a cleaning, but both sides still reveal fairly pleasing toning in shades of golden-gray (obverse) and steel-gray (reverse). A few 
light pinscratchcs in the right-obverse field are also noted for accuracy, but we see no other abrasions that are worthy of singular concern.

The brevity and extreme rarity of the Draped Bust, Small Eagle Half Dollar 
of 1796-1797 means that examples at all levels of preservation command strong premiums in today s numismatic market. And so it will be with this piece, 
a coin that retains such bold definition that all elements of the design are readily evident and easy to appreciate. The obverse portrait and reverse eagle are 
actually quite bold, as are the peripheral devices to include a sharp-looking date. Additionally, the rims and denticles are well defined from an expertly 
centered strike. On the debit side, we note scattered pitting to the surfaces that is particularly noticeable on the obverse over and around the portrait. Both 
sides have also been cleaned, but have since been retoned in not unattractive golden-charcoal patina. 

The 16 Stars variant of the 1796 Half Dollar is the rarest die marriage of this type, and also the only one with this star count around the obverse border.

As a premium-quality (. iem, however, the 1837 Reeded Edge is a conditionally rare Half Dollar, and such coins are very rare from a market availability 
standpoint. Indeed, this is one of the nicest examples to cross this catalogers desk in several years, the surfaces vibrantly lustrous with an overall smooth “look” 
to both sides. Both sides exhibit delicate i hampagne-apricot peripheral highlights, the central obverse with handsome olive-lavender patina and the central 
reverse much lighter wirh a pinkish silver sheen. Also a rare find for the issue, the strike is razor sharp in virtually all areas both in the centers and toward 
the rims.

For while the Mint struck 1,000 pieces in anticipa¬ 
tion of strong demand among contemporary collectors, the actual 
number of coins distributed is much smaller (perhaps on the order of 
only 525 pieces).

The extreme rarity of the orig¬ 
inal Confederate States of America Half Dollar means that is noncol¬ 
lectible as far as most numismatists are concerned. Fortunately, the Scott i 
restrikes created in 1879, while scarce, are available to provide collectors i 
with a representation of this type. These coins were produced in 1879 j 
when Scott obtained the reverse die for the Confederate Half Dollar from i 
Ebenezer Ixjcke Mason, Jr. He then obtained 500 1861-dated Seated I 
Half Dollars, planed off the reverses of those coins and restruck them 
with the Confederate reverse die The resulting pressure flattened some 
of the finer detail on the obverse, as can be seen on the present example. 
The reverse is much sharper, however, and both sides are toned in rich 
steel-gray patina.

2093 Undated (195X) Lincoln Cent—Struck on a Venezuela, 195? 
(Sic) 25 Centimos—MS-61 (PCGS). The PCGS insen attributes . 
date of 1955 to the undertype, but there were no 1955-dated Venezuel: 
25 Centimos struck. Rather, some 36 million 1954-dated 25 Centime*: 
were struck for Venezuela in the United States Mint at Philadelphia. Thai 
issue is attributed as KM Y-35, and it seems to be the undertype involvec 
in the creation of this error. We really cannot discern any of the under¬ 
type, except perhaps in the center of the obverse. Due to differences ir 
size between the planchet and the Lincoln Cent dies, the periphery of the 
Cent design is not present. There are also areas in the centers that are flat 
and devoid of definition, but more than enough of the Lincoln Cent de-: 
sign is present to allow ready identification. In all likelihood, this error 
is attributable to the Philadelphia Mint in 1954 or 1955, when Venezuela 
coins of this type would have been present in that facility.

hOl 1795 Flowing Hair. BB-20, B-2. Rarity'3. Two Leaves. MS-65 (NGC). The short-lived Flowing Hair series of 1794-1795 introduced the world to 
the United States Silver Dollar. Most ambassadors from this series that have survived are examples of the second-year 1795, and most of those coins were 
struck from either the B-l or B-5 die marriages. B-2—as represented by the coin in this lot—is a somewhat scarcer die pair for the issue, and Q. David Bowers 
{Silver Dollars dr Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia, 1993) accounts for 300-500 survivors in all grades. The author accounts for just 
two Mint State coins: the Earle-Clapp-Eliasberg specimen and the coin pedigreed to the Heifetz-Cardinal Collection. 

This is the Heifetz-Cardinal Collection specimen, and it ranks Condition Census #2 for the die marriage behind the prooflike Eliasberg coin. Of course, 
the Heifetz-Cardinal specimen is also among the finest-known survivors of the type as well as the date. Both sides are nicely toned in mostly medium- 
intensity, silver-gray patina. More direct angles do reveal vivid undertones of cobalt-blue and champagne-gold iridescence. This piece is uncommonly well 
centered for an early U.S. Mint product, and the overall definition is also superior for the type with impressively sharp detail. In fact, only the eagles breast 
in the center of the reverse is a bit softly struck, a feature that we attribute to the presence of several faint adjustment marks (as made) to the highpoints of 
the obverse portrait. Satiny luster peers through the toning as the coin rotates under a light, the surfaces revealing hardly an abrasion. In fact, a faint, vertical 
graze in the lower-right obverse field inside stars 12-14 is the only pedigree marker of note. An important Condition Census rarity that is sure to garner the 
attention of serious bidders.

Even 
so, Q. David Bowers (1993) believes that a mintage of 41,650 pieces is too low for the 1802 Draped Bust Dollar given the number of coins 
extant. Instead, the author offers an estimated mintage for this issue of 80,000 pieces, the remaining 40,000 or so examples having been 
produced in 1803 and/or 1804. 

Even so, 1802-dated Dollars as a group are not seen in Mint State nearly as often as those dated 1795 (Flowing Hair) and 1799. And most 
high-grade survivors of this issue come from the BB-241 die marriage—one of the two normal date varieties for this date. So it is with this coin, 
an impressive C lem that belongs in a high-quality type set or an advanced collection of early Dollars. This is a well-struck coin with bold-to-i 
sharp denticulation encircling both the obverse and the reverse. Equally impressive in this regard are the devices, with are boldlv-to-sharply ren-i 
dered. A virtually brilliant coin, we note only the lightest pale-silver and champagne-pink tinting that is easily overlooked at most angles.:

the Mint struck 25 proof 1818 < iobrecht 1 )otlars during that year, tins mintage figure being attributed to the late W alter Breen. Theoretically, those coins 
would have been struck in Die Alignment I (coin turn with the eagle Hying onward and upward). We say “theoretically” since, to date, no original 1838 
Gobrecht Dollar has been positively authenticated and, in fact, we suspect that either these coins were never struck or all examples were subsequently melted. 

This leaves the restrikes as the only available representatives of this rare Gobrecht Dollar date. Although restrike Gobrecht Dollars of all three dates were 
prepared on several occasions from the late 1850s through the late 1870s, we feel confident attributing the present example to the 1860s or 1870s during 
one of Henry R. Linderman’s two terms as mint director. This attribution is made based on the presence of three spindly die cracks (as struck) on the re¬ 
verse: 

1. Through the tops of the letters ITE in UNITED. 

2. Through the tops of the letters MER1 in AMERICA. 

3. Through the bases of the letters IAR in DO LIAR. 

The fact that the first-listed die track does not extend to the top of the letter N in UNITED suggests that this coin dates to the 1860s or the early 1870s. 

A fully struck specimen, both sides of this coin exhibit pinpoint definition from the rims to the centers. Silver-gray surfaces are virtually untoned, 
allowing ready appreciation of an all brilliant finish from the dies. The surfaces are a bit muted in sheen, but there are no sizeable contact marks. All we see 
in terms of handling marks, in fact, are some wispy hairlines that are not all that distracting to the eye. A bit of light pitting in the lower-right obverse field 
is noted, and it seems to be associated with some scattered carbon spots on that side of the coin.

Note : This is the sec¬ 
ond 1870-S Silver Dollar to appear in a Bowers and Merena sale since 
February 2008. Our catalog description for the Schultz-Farouk specimen 
that we offered that month was so comprehensive as to leave this cata- 
loger with little else to write. As such, he has decided to use much of the 
previous description to present the coin in this lot, the pedigree and other 
relevant points modified to bring the information up-to-date and make 
it specific to this 

Discounting the unknown 1873-S, the 1870-S is the rarest issue in 
the Seated Dollar series of 1840-1873 and, indeed the rarest regular-issue 
Silver Dollar of any type. With only nine examples positively confirmed, 
the 1870-S Seated Dollar is also one of the leading rarities in the entire 
United States coinage family. It is rarer than the world-renowned 1804 
Dollar-15 examples of which arc confirmed in three distinct classes, plus 
four Mint-made electrotypes. It is also rarer than the MCMV1I (1907) 
Ultra High Relief Saint-Gaudens Double (approximately 20 pieces 
known) and equally as rare as the 1894-S Barber Dime (nine examples 
traced). In fact, such is the importance of the 1870-S Seated Dollar in 
U.S. numismatics that the issue has been honored with the #84 ranking 
in the 2005 book 100 Greatest U.S. Coins by Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth. 
(As an interesting aside, the 1870-S is even rarer than the 1933 Double 
Eagle, although only if we include the 10 1933 Double Eagles that were 
seized by the federal government in 2004. Those 10 1933 Double Eagles 
are currently illegal to own.) 

The 1870-S is also one of the most enigmatic issues in U.S. numis¬ 
matics. Federal records do not include a mintage for the 1870-S, and we 
are unaware of any other official documentation pertaining to this issue. 
According to traditional numismatic wisdom, the creation of these coins 
is connected to the construction of the second San Francisco Mint build¬ 
ing. Completed in 1874 and now widely known as the "Granite I.ady," 
the cornerstone for the second Mint building was laid on May 26, 1870. 
In the 1988 book Walter Breen's Complete Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colo¬ 
nial Coins, the author states: 

...it is possible that [the 1870-S Seated Dollars] were made for pres¬ 
entation purposes at the celebration at the cornerstone of the new 
Mint building (the "Granite Lady") at Fifth and Mint Sts., be¬ 
tween Market and Mission Sts. 

Support for this theory comes partly from the existence of an 1870- 
S Seated Half Dime and an 1870-S Three-Dollar gold piece, both of 
which are unique. Since those two issues are also not mentioned in the 
mint director's report, they may also have been prepared for presentation 
purposes at the cornerstone ceremony. 

Further proof that the 1870-S Seated Dollar was prepared for pres¬ 
entation purposes comes from the fact that the S mintmark was hand- 


engraved in the reverse die. At first glance, this fact may seem to refutei 
this theory as the process of hand-engraving any device into a working! 
die might be seen as a way of cutting comers in the production process-j 
-an unlikely occurrence for presentation pieces, most of which are usually! 
prepared with bener-than-average care. In this case, however, we feel that 
the hand-engraved mintmark is indicative of Mint employees’ require-j 
ment to absolutely, positively strike some 1870-S Seated Dollars no mat-J 
ter what efforts or expedients were required. There is no record of the 
Engraving Department in the Philadelphia Mint shipping any Silver 
Dollar dies to the San Francisco in 1869 for use in 1870. We do have 
record, however, of San Francisco Mint Coiner J.B. Hamstead returning 
two Dollar reverses to the Philadelphia Mint and receiving rwo replace¬ 
ments on May 28,1870. Based on the fact that the cornerstone was laid 
on May 26, 1870, we can safely assume that those dies were for the 1870-1 
S Gold Dollar—a regular issue with 3,000 pieces struck—and not the I 
1870-S Silver Dollar, this despite the fact that Hamstead’s report does not 
include either the word "gold" or "silver" in connection with these dies. I 
Of course, the San Francisco Mint had to receive at least one 1870-dated 
obverse die for the Silver Dollar or else they would not have been able to k 
strike any 1870-S examples. They probably also received a reverse die at 
some time but, as previously stated, someone on staff (probably Ham- 
stead) had to enter the S mintmark by hand. The use of a leftover reserve 
die was out of the question since the last time the San Francisco Mint j 
struck any Seated Dollars was in 1859, at which time the No Mono de¬ 
sign (and not the Mono type introduced in 1866) was current. It is very 
likely that, despite the obvious handicaps he was working under. Ham- | 
stead received orders from his superiors to use what tools he had to strike 
a small number of 1870-S Seated Dollars for presentation at the corner¬ 
stone ceremony for the new Mint building. If this theory is true, the 
coins would have to have been struck prior to May 26, 1870. 

In addition to determining exaedy why and when the coins were 
struck, estimating how many 1870-S Seated Dollars were produced is an¬ 
other challenging aspect of this issue. While considerable consensus exists 
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with the cornerstone ceremony has also been mishandled. Today, that 
coin is most accurately graded as EF-40 Ex: Jewelry. Furthermore, the 
unique 1870-S Half Dime was probably also distributed around the time 
that the cornerstone of the second San Francisco Mint was laid. Obvi¬ 
ously discarded by its original owner or a descendant at some point in 
time, the coin was "discovered" in a dealer's junk box in 1978. 

When evaluating the technical and aesthetic merits of the example in 
this lot, it is important to bear in mind the quality and appearance of 
many 1870-S Seated Dollars. Impaired surfaces are the norm for this ex¬ 
tremely rare issue, and even most of the coins that have been certified by 
PCGS and NGC are cleaned, sometimes with second toning added to 
improve the appearance of the surfaces. That being said, the obverse of 
this coin displays considerable evidence of tooling and re-engraving, at 
least some of this work probably being done to efface initials or some 
other graffiti in the field. Both the left and right-obverse field areas have 
been noticeably smoothed over with prominent tooling marks easily 
seen. The tooling even extends between many of the stars and approaches 
the denticles in certain areas. This coin acquired enough wear to grade 
VF Details, a level of preservation for Seated Dollars that usually sees the 
word LIBERTY that crosses the obverse shield partially absent. To "rec¬ 
tify” this situation, however, someone has re-engraved the word LIB¬ 
ERTY and also sharpened the edges of the scroll upon which the word 
is inscribed. The date and much of Liberty's portrait, however, are orig¬ 
inal to the coin. 

The reverse of this coin has not been affected by tooling, but it has 
been cleaned-an impairment that we also note for the obverse. A shallow 
rim bruise is present just past the 6 o’clock position on the reverse, this 
feature serving as another useful pedigree marker. Light, even, silver-gray 
color to both sides, the eagle quite boldly defined on the reverse and Lib¬ 
erty's portrait on the obverse only slightly less so. Softness of strike, if 
present at all, was probably confined to Liberty's head and possibly also 
the letters ER in LIBERTY. These are usually the first areas affected by 
a soft strike on a Silver Dollar of this type. An offering of paramount im¬ 
portance to the specialized collector of Seated Liberty coinage or the nu¬ 
mismatist that just wants to own an example of this classic rarity. VF

among numismatic scholars over the "why" of this issue, the how many 
aspect is an extremely divisive topic of conversation. The largest estimate 
of which this cataloger is aware is a figure of 500 pieces provided by 
Weimar W. White in the book The Liberty Seated Dollar: 1840-1873 
(1985). White bases this figure on a comparison between the survival 
rate of the 1870-S and those of other issues in the Seated Dollar series. 
Other estimates are much more conservative, such as the figure of 'a 
couple of hundred pieces, if indeed that many" provided by Q. David 
Bowers in the 1993 book Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United 
States: A Complete Encyclopedia. R.W. Julian provides an estimate of just 
50 pieces struck (as related in Bowers, 1993). 

If we accept as fact that 1870-S Seated Dollars were struck for pres¬ 
entation purposes and, as such, were never intended as a regular Mint 
issue, neither White's nor Bowers' estimate are tenable. Julian's is slightly 
more so, but we feel that it is highly likely that most of the coins distrib¬ 
uted on May 26,1870 have survived. In this regard it might help to once 
again compare the 1870-S Seated Dollar with the 1894-S Barber Dime. 
Conventional wisdom has it that 24 Dimes were struck in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Mint during 1894, although only nine examples are positively 
known to exist today. Given that the 1894-S Dime was probably also 
prepared as some kind of presentation piece (the high-grade survivors 
are either proofs or carefully struck, prooflike business strikes), the sim¬ 
ilarities between these two issues becomes even more obvious. Following 
the pattern established by the 1894-S Dime, therefore, we offer an ap¬ 
proximate mintage of20-25 coins for the 1870-S Seated Dollar. 

As previously stated, only nine 1870-S Seated Dollars have been pos¬ 
itively confirmed. The fact that most are well circulated and accompanied 
by impairments such as cuts, corrosion and/or cleaning should not cast 
doubt on the status of these coins as presentation pieces. Rather, the issue 
seems to have had the extreme misfortune of having been distributed to 
non-numismatists who later spent the coins, gave them to someone else 
who did or otherwise mishandled these important charges. The unique 
1870-S Three-Dollar gold piece that was also prepared in connection

3225 1893-S MS-67 (NGC). All hail the King of the Business Strike 
Morgan Dollars —the fabled 1893-S. Produced to the extent of 
just 100,000 pieces, no other business strike issue of this type has 
a lower mintage except the unknown 1895-P (now rightly re¬ 
garded as a proof-only issue). The reasons why the San Francisco 
Mint struck so few Silver Dollars in 1893 are many and varied, 
but two come most readily to mind. First, the Sherman Silver 
Purchase Act of 1890 required the federal government to purchase 
4.5 million ounces of silver monthly at market rates. Such a large 
quantity actually amounted to virtually the entire production 
from domestic mines, driving down the price of silver and simul¬ 
taneously prompting a run on the nation's gold reserves as holders 
of government notes chose to have them redeemed in the more 
stable of the two precious metals. To stem the tide, the govern¬ 
ment had little choice but to repeal the Sherman Silver Purchase 
Act, which it did on November 1, 1893. For the next several 
years, Silver Dollar production remained limited in all Mints as 
little silver was obtained for this purpose. 

To fully understand the limited mintage of the 1893-S Mor¬ 
gan Dollar we also cannot forget the actual and perceived effects 
of the Panic of 1893. The worsening economic climate in the 
United States during that year formed a backdrop against which 
lawmakers viewed the dwindling of the nation's gold reserves, un¬ 
derscoring the crisis and making swift action a virtual certainty. 
Had the overall economic situation been stronger, in fact, the 
Sherman Silver Purchase Act may not have been repealed, or at 
least may not have been repealed in 1893. 


The San Francisco Mint was not the only coinage facility to 
strike limited numbers of Morgan Dollars in 1893. The Philadefe 
phia Mint contributed only 378,000 business strikes (some 
sources say 389,000 coins), the New Orleans Mint set a record 
low for the facility at just 300,000 pieces struck and the Carson 
City Mint struck its final Silver Dollars that year to the extent of 
only 677,000 coins. But it is the San Francisco Mint which 
brought up the rear with a mintage of just 100,000 pieces. Its de¬ 
livery for that year, in fact, has become the rarest, most expensi* 
and most eagerly sought regular-issue Morgan Dollar in all grades, 
The vast majority of 1893-S Dollars known are worn to one 
degree or another, suggesting that the issue began entering circu* 
lation at least within a few years of production. Very few Mint 
State coins have been certified at PCGS and NGC although, in¬ 
terestingly for such a rare issue, there are a few exceptional pieces 
known in MS-65 and MS-67. The coin we offer here is the single 
highest-graded '93-S Dollar known to NGC, and it rivals another 
MS-67—the Cornelius Vermuele specimen that was later in Jack 
Lee's primary Morgan Dollar collection—that shares this distinc4 
tion at PCGS. Pedigreed to the Norweb and Jack Lee II collec-|' 
tions, this is a snow-white example with not even the lightest 
toning to either side. The luster is full with a typical finish for the 
issue, being satiny in texture as opposed to frosty as seen on many 
other S-mint issues in the Morgan Dollar series. Blemishes are 
virtually imperceptible to the eye.

This lot includes a PCGS blue-label insert that carries a grade 
of MS-67 as well as the Norweb/Jack Lee 2 pedigrees. The coin 
we are offering here was once certified MS-67 by PCGS, and this 
was the insert for the coin when it was in that holder. Important 
aspects of the grading and price history of the Norweb/Jack Lee 
II 1893-S Morgan Dollar are related in an article written for 
COINLINK by Greg Reynolds and dated November 17, 2008.

More than one PCGS grader then favored a higher grade... [Laura] 
Sperber [of Legend Numismatics, who sold the Vermuele speci¬ 
men of the 1893-S Morgan Dollar in 2008 for more than $1 mil¬ 
lion] declares that the "Norweb 1893-S WAS the FINEST" 


The Vermuele 1893-S realized $414,000 in 2001... Re¬ 
portedly, the Norweb 1893-S, long before then, had sold 
privately for significantly more than $414,000. 

As Reynolds make clear in his article, the Norweb/Jack Lee II 
specimen is THE FINEST 1893-S Morgan Dollar. Among 
many others, our consignor shares this view. And having once 
owned both the Norweb and Vermuele specimens simultaneously, 
he is definitely in a position to make a comparison between these 
two MS-67s. The consignor chose to retain this coin instead of 
the Vermuele specimen as part of his cabinet. So assured of the su¬ 
perior technical quality of the Norweb 1893-S Dollar, in fact, the 
consignor also resubmitted the coin to NGC to have it graded 
MS-68.

The premier issue in the Carson 
City Mint Trade Dollar series, the 1873-CC was produced to the ex¬ 
tent of just 124,500 pieces. Had this issue been intended for domestic 
circulation, such a mintage is low enough to have virtually guaranteed 
that the 1873-CC would be a scarce-to-rare coin in today’s market. 
But the placement of this issue at the beginning of the Trade Dollar 
series means that it was far more likely to see widespread exportation 
to the Orient than, say, the 1877 or 1877-S. And the Orient was un¬ 
doubtedly the first and last place where most 1873-CC Trade Dollars 
saw circulation. Few of those coins that were exported ever returned 
to the United States, even fewer saw domestic circulation at any time 
in history and only a small number of Mint State coins managed to 
survive in one way or another.

The reverse design is also a simple one, a coiled palm frond encircling the denomination expressed as 1 D. The legend UNITED STATES OP AMERICA 
is around the border and the date 1836 is below. Struck in standard gold alloy (90% gold, 10% copper) with a plain edge. 

Although not added to the regular-issue U.S. series until 1849, the Gold Dollar was initially proposed as part of the bill that eventually became the Mint 
Act of January 18,1837. Apparently, the popularity of the privately issued Bechtler Gold Dollars struck from Lower Appalachian gold was not lost on certain 
Congressional leaders, especially those from the Southern states. Even so, the nation as a whole was not yet ready to embrace this denomination, and the 
article providing for its creation was eventually dropped from the bill. Primary responsibility for terminating the Gold Dollar project at that time is attributed 
to Mint Direct Robert Maskell Patterson. 

By March 14, 1836, the Mint had struck at least some pattern Gold Dollars for evaluation by Secretary of the Treasury Levi Woodbury and other gov¬ 
ernment officials. Other examples from these dies were produced later, some even as late as 1859, the compositions including gold, silver, copper and oroide. 
The present lot offers a gold striking with handsome olive-orange color and bold cameo contrast. Light hairlining to both sides and a faint swirl of haziness 
in the reverse field account for the Choice grade from PCGS. An attractive piece, nonetheless, and one that would serve with distinction in an advanced 
collection.

73 1854 Type II. MS-64 (PCGS). This is one of the most eagerly 
sought types in the entire U.S. gold coinage family. The Type II Gold 
Dollar was short lived with mintages forthcoming only in 1854, 1855 
and, in just the San Francisco Mint, 1856. Additionally, the type was 
ill conceived and poorly designed, a combination of factors that re¬ 
sulted in the production of many softly struck coins that wore down 
quickly in circulation. Relatively few Mint State coins have survived, 
most being examples from the Philadelphia Mint deliveries of 1854 
and 1855. These coins have always been in strong demand for ad¬ 
vanced type purposes, especially with surfaces that are smooth enough 
to qualify for a grade at or near the Gem level. 

A lovely Choice Unc, this 1854 Type II offers uncommonly sharp 
definition that is virtually full in the centers. The often-seen clash- 
marks are present in the fields, but they are less pronounced than typ¬ 
ically seen for the type. Bathed in softly frosted luster and pale-rose 
color, both sides are free of mentionable detractions save for a bit of 
minor porosity in the planchet near the lower-left obverse border that 
is an as-struck feature.

There are two die marriages known to exist for the 1796 No Stars Quarter Eagle but, in reality, BD-2 is the only one encountered in the 
numismatic market. BD-1 is a major rarity with fewer than 10 examples known. BD-2 is still scarce in its own right, of course, and John W. 
Dannreuther (2006) accounts for only 100-125 examples in all grades. These coins are of paramount importance for advanced gold type pur¬ 
poses, and they bring strong premiums commensurate with this fact. 

This is a pretty BU with well-blended, reddish-rose and olive-khaki colors to both sides. The reverse is a bit more vivid than the reverse, 
but both are pleasing to the eye. We further note a superior quality of strike that is overall sharp with only minor softness of detail showing 
up in the centers as well as in isolated areas around the reverse border. Only the more intricate elements of the design are affected, however, 
leaving the major devices more-or-less sharp. Scattered obverse abrasions are so minor as to be insignificant at the lower reaches of Mint State 
and, in fact, we have to turn to a tiny, circular planchet void at the top of Liberty’s bust for use as a pedigree marker. A condition rarity par 
excellence that belongs in the finest type set of early U.S. gold coinage.

i91 1824/1 BD'l, HBCC-3019, the only known dies. Rarity-5. 
AU-58 (PCGS). As is customary for Quarter Eagles from the ear¬ 
liest years ofU.S. Mint operations, the 1824/1 was produced in very 
limited numbers, in this case approximately 2,600 pieces. Perhaps 
not surprisingly, the Mint required only a single die marriage for this 
paltry delivery, both the obverse and the reverse being leftover from 
1821. The reverse die was actually used to strike 1821 -dated Quarter 
Eagles, but the obverse remained unused until it was overdated and 
used for the 1824/1. No Quarter Eagles were struck bearing either the 
1822 or 1823 date. 

The 1824/1 is a very scarce issue with a surviving population of 
only 50-60 coins in all grades (per John W. Dannreuther, Early U.S. 
Gold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die State, 1795-1834, 2006). An orig¬ 
inal-looking representative, this near-Mint example exhibits lovely 
color in a blend of green-gold and orange-gold shades. Some softness 
of strike to the central highpoints is a fairly common attribute for a 
Quarter Eagle of this type, and there is no significant rub to further 
detract from the devices. The overall appearance is actually quite bold, 
a feature that is equally as impressive as a prooflike finish that shines 
forth powerfully from the fields. Scattered abrasions are small in size, 
singularly inconspicuous and well within the context of the assigned 
grade. A heavily melted type that is a serious stumbling block to the 
completion of any U.S. gold coin collection, this pleasing 1824/1 
should be of obvious importance to the advanced numismatist.

AU-55 (PCGS). This die marriage—the only one known to exist for 
the 1826-dated Quarter Eagle delivery—is traditionally referred to an as 
1826/5 overdate. Indeed, the overdate status is included on the PCGS 
insert, as well as in the lead-in for this catalog description. Writing in the 
2006 book Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795- 
1834, however, John W. Dannreuther identifies this overdate as a recut 
date with the 6 over an underlying 6. The author also asserts that addi¬ 
tional 1826-dated Quarter Eagles were struck in 1827, bringing the ap¬ 
proximate mintage of this issue up to 750-1,750 pieces. 

Regardless of exactly how many 1826-dated Quarter Eagles were pro¬ 
duced, the number was undoubtedly small, and precious few survivors 
survived the wholesale destruction of early U.S. gold coins that contin¬ 
ued through the middle years of the 1830s. One of perhaps only 30-35 
coins believed extant (per Dannreuther once again), this coin is lightly 
circulated with ample evidence of a sharp-to-full strike. Blended olive- 
gold and orange-gold colors to both sides, the surfaces with light hair¬ 
lining and a few wispy abrasions that we feel compelled to mention for 
accuracy’s sake. Faint dashmarks in the reverse field around the eagle are 
as struck, and they are from Liberty’s portrait on the obverse. Rare as a 
type and an issue, this Capped Head Left Quarter Eagle is certainly a 
highlight of the early U.S. gold coin offerings in this sale.

Only 1,389 pieces were produced, these coins being 
struck from 230 ounces of gold received in the Philadelphia Mint 
from the military governor of California. This gold represents one of 
the earlier recorded finds from what would become the California 
Gold Rush, and the direct link between the 1848 CAL. Quarter Eagle 
and that historic event obviously explains the popularity of this issue 
with advanced gold collectors. 

This piece is not without problems, but the major devices are well 
outlined and the all-important CAL. stamp in the upper-reverse field 
is very sharp.

Authorized by the Congressional Act of February 21, 1853. the Three-Dollar gold piece of 1854-1889 is one of the oddest denom¬ 
inations ever struck in the United States Mint. I he why of the $3 gold denomination has long been debated, especially since these coins saw little 
commercial use in the years leading up to the (,ivil War and hardly any during and after that fateful conflict. Various theories have been suggested to explain 
the existence of this denomination, including the ease of purchasing stamps in quantity at the newly authorized three-cent rate or in exchanging 100-coin 
groups of 1 hree-C-ent silver coins. In all likelihood, however, the Three-Dollar gold piece was authorized simply to provide an additional outlet for the vast 
quantities of gold being mined in California during the heyday of the Gold Rush. 

I he initial 1 hree-Dollar gold delivery from the Philadelphia Mint amounted to 138,618 pieces—the highest total for a business strike issue of the rvpe. 
Mved in fairly large numbers as the first coin of its kind, the 1854-P is the most plentiful Three in Mint State after only the 1878. As a Superb Gem, of 
course, the example we offer here is extremely rare from a condition standpoint. Single-finest certified at NGC, this lovely piece is bright, lustrous and fully 
endowed with a softly frosted texture. Yellow-gold in color, and essentially flawless, this coin is sure to have no difficulty finding its way into an important 
numismatic cabinet. Outstanding!

Only 
the Philadelphia Mint was active in producing this denomination 
during that year, and the mintage amounted to a mere 1,000 business 
strikes plus an additional 36 proofs for distribution to collectors. 
Needless to say, survivors of both deliveries are scarce-to-rare in today’s 
market. According to Q. David Bowers and Doug Winter (2005), 
surviving business strikes number no more than 215 coins.

Another popular rarity from the later Three- 
Dollar gold series, the business strike 1883 is entered in the Mint Di¬ 
rector’s report from that year as having been produced to the extent 
of just 900 pieces. This issue did not circulate to any great extent, the 
Three-Dollar denomination having long since expired as a useful 
medium of exchange. Even so, the vast majority of the 100-150 coins 
believed extant are circulated, with AU being the grade most often en¬ 
countered in numismatic circles. Why this is will forever remain a 
mystery, although Bowers and Winter (2005) opine that most sur¬ 
vivors of this issue are former gifts, souvenirs or keepsakes that were 
mishandled by their initial owners. 

The coin we are offering in this lot, on the other hand, was much 
more fortunate to survive the passage of time without acquiring any 
wear to the surfaces.

Very Rare 1821 Half Eagle 

One of Only 15-20 Examples Known for this Issue 



3684 1821 BD-1, HBCC-3143, Miller-144. Rarity-6+. AU-53 (PCGS). The 1821 is a significant rarity in the early Half Eagle series, not as rare as the 
legendary 1822, but still a highly elusive issue in all grades. Writing in the excellent book Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795-1834 
(2005), John W. Dannreuther suggests that there are two reasons for the rarity' of this date in numismatic circles. The first is well known to many collectors, 
and it is a fact shared by all other pre-1834 gold coins struck in the United States Mint. In short, many 1821 Half Eagles were melted by bullion dealers 
and speculators as rising gold prices forced the coins’ bullion value to exceed the face value. 

The second reason underlying the rarity of the 1821 Half Eagle is not as well known, although some specialists are aware of the fact that the early U.S. 
Mint often used dies without regard for whether the year on the coin matched the year in which it was struck. Dannreuther asserts that many of the 34,641 
Half Eagles struck during calendar-year 1821 were actually from 1820 dies. The author provides as estimated mintage for Half Eagles dated 1821 of just 
20,000-32,500 pieces. 

The Mint required two die marriages to strike 1821-dated Half Eagles, both of which share they same reverse (the die known as 1820F that would remain 
in use through 1824!). The obverse determines the attribution, therefore, and it is an easy determination to make by looking at two key star positions 
relative to Liberty’s portrait. On examples of BD-1, as represented by the coin in this lot, star 6 points to the front of Liberty’s cap and star 13 is close to the 
curl at the bottom of the portrait. BD-2, on the other hand, has star 6 pointing to the headband and star 13 distant from the curl. 

As an issue, the 1821 Half Eagle is a very rare coin with only 15-20 examples surviving in all grades. All but three-to-five of those coins are examples of 
the BD-1 die marriage, a variety with an extant population of just 12-15 pieces. (BD-2 is obviously much rarer with only three-to-five examples confirmed.) 
This is the second example of the 1821 BD-1 Half Eagle to pass through this cataloged hands in recent sales, the first piece being the NGC AU-55 that 
sold as lot 3707 in our March 2009 Baltimore Auction. The PCGS-certified coin in the present lot is also minimally worn with bold-to-sharp definition in 
all areas. Rich orange-khaki color blankets both sides, the surfaces of which still reveal flickers of original luster as the coin rotates under a light. Scattered 
abrasions are mostly commensurate with the grade, and only a shallow obverse graze below and behind Liberty’s eye offers itself as a useful pedigree marker. 
Light hairlining and a bit of a glossy texture are noted for accuracy, however, and they suggest an old cleaning—anything but an uncommon attribute for 
a Half Eagle of this type. Obviously an important offering for the advanced gold collector, and a definite highlight of this sale.

Not only is this near-Mint example a major condition rarity in its own 
right, but it is of even further importance to advanced collectors given 
the fact that there is only one Mint State 1863-S Half Eagle currently 
known to exist.

An extremely important offering for the 
advanced gold specialist, this is .i lovely coin whose eye appeal is a fitting compliment to its awesome rarity. I he technical quality is ably represented by a 
bold-to-sharp strike, strong field-to-device contrast and overall smooth-looking surfaces. Isolated highpoints in the centers are a tad softly impressed-a not 
uncommon feature for a proof Half Eagle from the 1870s--and a couple of wispy hairlines in the field before Liberty's nose are mentioned only for pedigree 
purposes.

The 1911 introduces the third distinct 
type of finish that the Mint used to strike proof Indian Half Eagles. 
Although superficially similar to the first-year 1908 in that both issues 
exhibit a matte finish, the 1911 is actually of a distinct style with a less 
granular, slightly finer texture to the surfaces. Additionally, the typi- 
cally proof 1911 Half Eagle is much lighter than most proof 1908 
Half Eagles, and the color is usually an orange-gold or olive-gold 
shade. The coin we are offering here actually exhibits a blend of or¬ 
ange-gold and honey-gold colors, the surfaces with a uniform “look” 
to both the obverse and the reverse. The fine-grain texture mentioned 
above is easily seen, although a loupe will reveal that it is comprised 
of innumerable microscopic granules. We see none of the distracting 
“shiny spots” that often indicate areas of careless handling on mane 
proof gold coins, and the surfaces are solidly graded as Gem and very 
nearly pristine. Fully struck, as well, and sure to have no difficulty 
finding its way into an advanced collection of United States gold 
coinage. 

Proof Half Eagle production in 1911 amounted to just 139 pieces, 
many of which coins are believed to have been melted as unsold at the 
end of the year and/or during the early months of 1912. Jeff Ambio 
(2008) accounts for only 50-60 survivors in all grades, and the author 
ranks this issue sixth in overall rarity among the eight proof issues in 
the Indian Five Dollar series. It is rarer than the first-year 1908 and 
the Roman Gold 1910.

These two die marriages constitute the majority of 1795 Eagles extant, indicating that many examples were saved by the contemporary 
public as the first Ten-Dollar gold coins struck in the United States Mint. A well-defined piece with bold-to-sharp detail to most features, the strike wanes 
only minimally in the centers. Dominant olive-orange color, the surfaces brighten to more of a medium-orange sheen as the coin rotates under a light. Light 
hairlining and a bit of a glossy texture are noted for accuracy, but we stress that many (if not most) pre-1834 U.S. gold coins have been lightly cleaned at 
one time or another. This is still a superior circulated survivor, what with few sizeable abrasions and none that are really worthy of individual attention. A 
classic issue in the early U.S. gold series that is always in demand among advanced collectors.

Writ¬ 
ing in the 2006 book Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 
1795-1834, John W. Dannreuther accounts for only 45-55 survivors in 
all grades. This variety is usually attributable by a reverse die crack along 
the right periphery that results in jagged die crumbling within the letter 
C in AMERICA. Most 1799 BD-8 Eagles known were struck from this 
late die state, although theoretically an early state of the reverse should 
exist without the crack/crumbling. 

Olive-khaki surfaces exhibit even patination to both sides. Light com¬ 
mercial use has softened the higher elements of the design and resulted 
in a somewhat scuffy “look” to the surfaces, although we stress that most 
abrasions are singularly inconspicuous. Also in this regard, it is important 
to note that the overall definition is suitably bold for an early Eagle at the 
lower reaches of AU. An important offering for the early gold specialist 
or the advanced type collector seeking to avoid the more common Bust 
Right Eagle varieties such as the 1799 BD-10, 1800 BD-1 or 1801 BD- 
2 .

This is 
a scarce die marriage, indeed one of the scarcest that numismatic scholars 
have discovered for the 1799 Eagle. The estimated mintage from this die 
pair is 2,500-3,500 pieces, and John W. Dannreuther ( Early U.S. Gold 
Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795-1834, 2006) accounts for just 45- 
55 coins extant. The example we offer here is sharply struck with only light 
wear to the higher elements of the design. On the debit side we note a 
glossy texture from a cleaning, scattered pinscratches and a shallow rim 
bruise at the lower-reverse border. Otherwise honey-gold in color, more 
direct angles reveal mottled highlights of pale-copper tinting.

3776 1804 BD-1, HBCC-3201, Tarasrka-11. Rarity-4+. Crosslet 4- MS-63 (NGC). The final date in the Capped Bust Right Eagle series, the 1804 has 
an estimated mintage of just 2,500-3,757 pieces. The 1804, on the other hand, is not the final business strike issue in this series, as that honor goes to the 
very rare 1803 BD-6 die marriage. The Mint employed only a single die marriage to produce this issue, although the astute bidder will recognize that there 
is also a BD-2/Plain 4 variety reported for the 1804 in the 2006 book Early U.S. Cold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795-1834 by John W. Dannreuther 
and Harry W. Bass, Jr. BD-2, however, is not part of the business strike Capped Bust Right Eagle series but rather it is a proof restrike from the 1830s that 
the Mint prepared for use in special proof sets such as those presented to the King of Siam and the Sultan of Muscat. 

But to return to the coin in this lot. The 1804 BD-1 /C rosslet 4 Eagle is a very scarce variety with an extant population of just 80-100 pieces in all grades. 
At the Choice Mint State level, the coin that we are offering here is near the top of the Condition Census for the variety. A mosdy green-gold piece, both 
sides do brighten to more of a yellow-gold sheen when the surfaces dip into a light. Direct angles also call forth a vibrant, satiny texture that accents an overall 
sharp strike. There really are no areas of mentionable lack of detail—although a few are present, nonetheless—and we are also unable to locate more than 
the expected number of abrasions for the assigned grade. A few shallow grazes over Liberty’s portrait are noted for accuracy, but a few faint adjustment marks 
over the reverse shield are as struck.

The 1903, therefore, is all but unknown with a Cameo finish, 
and even the four (!) pieces that have been so designated by the major certification services just do not have the same degree of field-to-device contrast as 
one would expect to see in a proof Eagle from the 1890s. 

In truth, the proof 1903 is a very rare issue in all grades, and regardless of finish. Only 40-50 coins are believed extant, and the Superb Gem that we are 
offering here is tied with only one other NGC PF-67 as the finest-known example. A gorgeous specimen with deep, rich, reddish-orange color, both sides 
are at the threshold of perfection.

3815 1907 Judd-1901, (Judd-1774), Pollock-1995. Raritv-3. Wire 
Rim. AU-55 (PCGS). An immensely popular coin, the 1907 Wire 
Rim is not only the first regular-issue Indian Eagle, but it is also the 
only issue of the type that displays Augustus Saint-Gaudens original 
design for this type. Also a rare issue, only 472 pieces were distributed 
from a mintage of 500 coins, the remaining 70 pieces having been 
melted in the Mint between 1915 and 1918. Roger Burdette ( Renais¬ 
sance of American Coinage: 1905 1908, 2006) tells us that this issue 
was not placed into circulation. Rather, the coins were distributed to 
members of President iTicodorc Roosevelt’s cabinet, government of¬ 
ficials and private individuals/institutions that placed orders for exam¬ 
ples. 

The piece being offered in this lot probably represents a coin that 
was slightly mishandled by a previous owner, although we cannot rule 
out the possibility that it was accidentally placed into circulation at 
some time before the gold recall of the 1930s. Even so, both sides are 
very appealing at the Choice AU grade level, the color a warm honev- 
gold shade and more direct angles readily revealing a satiny finish 
from the dies. Highpoint rub is expectably minimal, and a bit of light 
friction in the fields is also commensurate with the grade. Scattered 
abrasions are mostly small in size and singularly inconspicuous, and 
a more moderate-size “distraction" over one of the feathers in the ob¬ 
verse headdress appears to be an as-struck planchet flaw. An important 
find for the advanced gold specialist.

An elusive issue in Mint State despite a relatively plentiful mintage of 811,000 pieces, the 1910-S ranks 16th in overall rarity 
among the 32 business strike deliveries in the Indian Eagle series. Most Uncirculated survivors grade no finer than MS-63, and Jeff Ambio (2008) accounts 
for only 25-30 pieces at the near-Gem grade level. The number of coins extant that grade MS-65 or finer dwindles to just 5-7 pieces, again per Ambio in 
the 2008 revision to the book A Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933. 

Bountiful mint luster blankets both sides of this coin, the texture softly frosted with modest cartwheel visual effects coming into view at more direct angles. 
A sharp strike is characteristic of the issue, but the overall smooth “look” to both sides is a rare find in a ‘10-S Eagle. Light orange-gold color to both sides, 
the eye appeal strong in all regards.

Mint State rarity. This ranking is per Jeff Ambio in the 2008 revision to David W. Akers’ book A Handbook of20th Century United States Gold Coins: 1907- 
1933. Only 51,000 examples were struck, and it is likely than only 150-185 coins have survived in all Mint State grades. 

Far finer than the typically offered MS-62 or MS-63, this condition rarity Gem has one of the nicest “looks” that we have ever seen in an T1 -S Ten. Razor 
sharp in strike, both sides also possess full mint bloom in a richly frosted texture. Detracting abrasions are not seen, and the overall appearance to both sides 
is expectably smooth for the assigned grade. Gorgeous reddish-orange color throughout, the eye appeal equally as strong as the technical quality. Marvelous!

When the first 1850 Double Eagles emerged 
from the presses in the Philadelphia Mint, there was litde-to-no nu¬ 
mismatic interest in examples of this denomination. At least this 
seems to have been the case as few examples of this issue have come 
down to us with evidence of having been preserved with the utmost 
care. Indeed, most 1850 Twenties in todays market are in circulated 
grades, and the small number of Mint State survivors are almost ex¬ 
clusively confined to the BU level where scuffy surfaces and scattered 
abrasions are the norm. Such is the case with the coin in this lot, both 
sides with considerable “chatter" limiung the grade.

It is 
among the more plentiful Type I issues in all grades, although there 
are several coins in this series that are more common than the 185 E 
including the 1850, 1860, 1862-S and 1864-S. The 1851 is also a 
very scarce issue in Mint State, with Doug Winter and Adam Crum 
(An Insiders Guide to Collecting Type I Double Eagles, 2002), account¬ 
ing for just 70-80 examples at that level of preservation. 

Just shy of Condition Census, the coin in this lot is an impressive 
BU with bright, yellow-gold color radiating from both sides.

“Common” is a relative term here, as it is in most 
numismatic contexts, and the 1852 is not actually the most common 
P-mint Twenty of this type. It is similar in overall rarity to the 1850, 
1853 and 1854, all four issues of which are more challenging to collect 
than the 1856-S, 1857-S, 1861 and 1865-S. Additionally, the 1852 
hits the •proverbial brick wall at the AU-55 grade level, with AU-58s 
scarce and Mint State coins very scarce-to-rare depending upon exact 
numeric grade. The Condition Census for this issue begins at the 
MS-62 level. 

Obviously an important offering for the advanced collector of 
19th century U.S. gold coinage, this 1852 Twenty is fully Unc with 
a bold-to-sharp strike and bountiful mint luster.

Prior to the discovery of the S.S. Central America shipwreck, the rarity of the 1857-S Double Eagle was commensurate with a 
United States gold-coin issue that saw heavy commercial use beginning in the 1850s. Very few strictly Uncirculated survivors were known, and such pieces 
traded only once in a very long while. Today, however, the 1857-S is the most common Type I Double Eagle in Mint State. The change in fortunate for 
this issue came with the excavation of the S.S. Central America shipwreck, the treasure of that ship yielding more than 5,000 examples of this issue, many 
of which are Uncirculated. 

With silky smooth, virtually pristine surfaces, however, this Superb Gem is still very rare from a condition standpoint. It is among the finest-known ex¬ 
amples of the issue, and it is solidly in the Condition Census. Nice and bright, both sides of this coin radian a lovely softly frosted sheen as the surfaces 
rotate under a light. Also possessed of beautiful rose-orange color, the eye appeal is nothing short of extraordinary. A sharply struck beauty that belongs in 
the finest type set or specialized Double Eagle collection.

Writing in 2002 (An Insider) Guide to Collecting Type I Double Ea¬ 
gles), Doug Winter and Adam Crum rank the 1858-S fourth in both 
overall and high-grade rarity among the 14 San Francisco Mint issues 
in the Type 1 Double Eagle series. Among other things, this ranking 
is based on the fact that, “...no examples of the 1858-S were included 
in the S.S. Central America and the number from the S.S. Brother 
Jonathan was inconsequential." Since the publication of this reference, 
the 1858-S Twenties from the .S’. S. Republic have found their way into 
the numismatic market.

3854 1859-S MS-62 (PCGS). The 1859-S is one of the more elusive 
Type I Double Eagles from the San Francisco Mint, especially in Mint 
State. There were few examples on board either the S.S. Brother 
Jonathan or the S.S. Republic when those steamships sank beneath the 
waves more than a century ago. As such, an estimate of only 30-40 
Mint State survivors as provided by Doug Winter and Adam Crum 
in the 2002 book An Insider's Guide to Collecting Type I Double Eagles 
remains a good approximation of the number of such pieces available 
in today’s numismatic market. The authors start the Condition Cen¬ 
sus for this issue at the MS-61 grade level. 

One of the finest '59-S Twenties that this cataloger has ever han¬ 
dled, both sides are frilly Unc with no wear to sharply struck devices. 
The color alternates between rose-gold and honey-gold shades as the 
surfaces rotate under a light, the more ditea angles allowing better ap¬ 
preciation of the luster.

Like the 1859-S, the 1860-S is a Double Eagle that has not had its population increased all that much by the discovery and ex¬ 
cavation of shipwreck hoards. A mere 18 pieces were found with the wreck of the S.S. Brother Jonathan , and the S.S. Republic seems to have yielded fewer 
than 75 coins. Very, very few survivors are Mint State. In fact, the 1860-S is even rarer than the 1859-S in high grades, ranking sixth in rarity among the 
14 S-mint issues in the Type I Twenty Dollar gold series. 

Somewhat ha2y, deep-gold surfaces readily reveal a pinpoint strike from the dies. Abrasions are relatively few in number, and most are both concentrated 
on the obverse and somewhat concealed by the toning. Presenting very well for an example of the conditionally challenging 1860-S Double Eagle, this piece 
is sure to have no difficulty finding its way into an advanced collection.

Most Mint State 1861-S Double Eagles—of which there are few examples known to exist in numismatic circles—trace their pedi¬ 
grees to one of three sources: old time collections; European hoards that have been repatriated over the years; or shipwrecks such as the S.S. Brother Jonathan 
and S.S. Republic. Even despite the occasional “hit” from one of these finds, the 1861-S remains a very rare Type I Double Eagle above the Choice AU grade 
level. It is the fiffh-rarest San Francisco Mint issue of its type in high grades, and the sixth rarest overall. These rankings are per Doug Winter and Adam 
Crum in the 2002 book An Insider’s Guide to Liberty Double Eagles. 

Deep rose-orange color to both sides, the surfaces of this coin are quite smooth for the assigned grade. In fact, there are no abrasions of note apart from 
a thin graze in the left-obverse field. Sharp and satiny, this coin would serve as a highlight in any Liberty Double Eagle set.

Once a leading condition rarity among San Francisco Mint Type I Double Eagles, the 1863-S moved down a few notches 
after the discovery of small numbers ol Mint State examples with the treasures of the S.S. Brother Jonathan and 5.5. Central America. Nowhere near enough 
coins were excavated for us to describe the 1863-S as a common issue in Mint State. Indeed, it remains very scarce in the MS-60 to MS-62 grade range, 
rare in Choice BU and unknown as a Gem. 

A solid Condition Census representative, this is an attractive MS-63 with vibrant surfaces and a crisp strike. Light rose-gold color throughout, both sides 
are also possessed of a satin-to-softly frosted texture. Apart from a small reeding mark near the center of the obverse and a small graze at the upper-right 
border on the same side, there are no individually mentionable abrasions.

Softly frosted in luster quality, much of the original finish has remained despite the coin’s having acquired light rub. Scattered abrasions are commensurate 
with the grade, even a few moderate-size ones on the obverse, and a faint planchet streak (as struck) in the left-obverse field is not overly distracting. 
Otherwise boldly struck, an area ofblunt definition is noted for the right portion of the reverse eagle. One of perhaps just 100-115 survivors in the various 
AU grades (per Winter and Halperin, 2001), and certain to command a strong bid.

I he facility, now back under federal control, resumed operations in 1879 by concentrating largely on the new Silver 
Dollar. I united numbers of Eagles and Double Eagles were also produced, however, but in the case of the large-size gold coin the resumption of production 
at this facility would he short lived. For 187') saw the final production ofO-mint Double Eagles, and only 2,325 pieces were struck. These coins represent 
the only New Orleans Mint contribution to the Type III Liberty series.

3982 1926-D MS-63 (PCGS). With a limited mintage of481.000 pieces 
and a high rate of attrition suffered during the gold recall of the 1930s, 
it should come as no surprise to read that the 1926-D is in the top 10 
for rarity among Mint State “Saints." According to Jeff Ambio in the 
2008 revision to David W. Akers’ book A Handbook of 20th Century 
United States Cold (dins: 1907-1933 , in fact, only 175-200 coins have 
survived in the various Mint State grades. Most of these coins grade 
nc finer than MS-63, with MS-64s very scarce and Gems nothing 
short of rare. 

Warm orange-rose color with deeper honey-gold undertones that 
come into view as the coin turns away from direct light. This is a well- 
struck piece with none of the peripheral softness that is often associ¬ 
ated with the issue.
